SHOWS NO HASTE TO REPLY 
TO THE POWERS. 


The Crisis is Fast Approaching—Pos­ 
sibility of a Naval and Military Dem* 
onstration— Fears for The Safety of 
American 
Missionaries—Another 
Conference of Fambassadors Held. 


FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Constantinople, Nov. 13.—The reply 
of the porte to the communications sent 
after the meeting of the ambassadors 
Monday has been waited with interest, 
as in their note the representatives of 
the powers used much stronger lan­ 
guage than heretofore, and positively 
insisted upon being immediately in­ 
formed as to what steps the Turkish 
government intended to make for the 
restoration of order in the disturbed 
provinces of Asia Minor. 
The porte yesterday, replying to the 
identical notes of the ambassadors of 
Germany, Austria, and Italy, simply 
said that information regarding 
the 
scheme of reform in Armenia would be 
forwarded to the representatives of the 
powers “without delay.” It is not yet 
known if the notes of the ambassadors 
of Great Britain, Russia, sud France 
liave been replied to; but it is presumed 
that they were also assured that their 
requests for information regarding the 
proposed reforms would be complied 
with “without delay.” 
Surprise is expressed, even by the 
•diplomats of this city, who expect al­ 
most anything from the porte, at the 
action of the sultan in sanctioning the 
official note issued Monday, expressing 
Abdul Hamid’s thanks for the “ener­ 
getic measures taken by the imperial 
authorities” in “suppressing” the dis­ 
turbances in Asia Minor, asserting that 
border has now been restored in all the 
districts recently the scene of riots and 
•conflicts,” and adding that “precau­ 
tions have been taken to insure the 
maintenance of order.” 
This really looks like mocking the 
ambassadors, and as second in import­ 
ance to the snub administered by the 
sultan to Great Britain in decorating 
Bahri Pasha and giving him the com­ 
mand of the troops going to Zeitoun, 
after he had been removed from a gov­ 
ernorship at the instance of the British 
ambassador, Sir Philip Currie, for his 
ill-treatment of Armenians. 
As to order being restored in the dis­ 
turbed districts, it need only be said 
that the mobilization of about 150,000 
troops to be sent to these districts is 
progressing as actively as the Turkish 
government can push such an under­ 
taking, hampered as it is by lack of 
funds and the incompetency of its offi 
cials. 
Then, again, advices received 
here yesterday announce fresh disturb 
ances at Marash, Bitlis, and Sivis, with 
their attendant massacres. 
It is also reported that a battalion of 
Turkish troops which were in garrison 
at Zeitoun, and which recently distin­ 
guished itself by surrounding and 
shooting down a number of Armenian 
insurgents, was later beseiged in its 
barracks by the Armenians to whom 
the soldiers eventually capitulated, with 
arms and ammunition, bag and bag 
gage. The Armenians now occupy the 
quarters at Zeitoun recently occupied 
by the Turkish soldiery. 
Considerable anxiety is felt in Amer­ 
ican circles here on account of the ab­ 
sence of news from the districts where 
the American missionaries are 
sta­ 
tioned, and United States Ambassador 
Alexander W. Terrell has telegraphed 
to Commissioner Darnham at Harput, 
asking him if the American mission­ 
aries are safe. 
#Tt is stated in European official cir­ 
cles that as a result of an additional 
exchange of views between the powers, 
through their representatives here and 
at the different capitals, it is believed 
that a joint course of action, involv­ 
ing a display of naval and possibly mili­ 
tary force, has already been decided 
upon, with the view of restoring order 
in Armenia. Nothing definite, however, 
appears to be known 
regarding the 
course of action decided upon, but it is 
now believed that the sultan will not 
be allowed to trifle with the ambas­ 
sadors for many days longer, and news 
of an important nature is expected at 
any moment. 
The financial condition continues to 
be unsatisfactory, in spite of the efforts 
of the Imperial Bank to bolster up the 
finances of the Turkish Empire. 
In 
fact, bourse business here is almost en­ 
tirely suspended, and it is believed that 
this condition of affairs will be contin­ 
ued until the European powers demon­ 
strate to the sultan in the only manner 
that he is capable of understanding that 
the cruelty and incompetency of Turk­ 
ish officials can no longer be permitted 
to endanger the peace of Europe. 
A prominent member of the diplo­ 
matic corps is quoted as saying that 
“th© end of all this business is fast ap­ 
proaching,” and this is the view taken 
of the situation by 
Europeans gen­ 
erally. 
The government has decided to mob­ 
ilize another twenty battalions of 
redifs, which will make sixty battalions 
mobilized. And yet it was only Monday 
that the porte issued an official note 
saying that “order has now been re­ 
stored in all the districts recently the 
scene of riots and conflicts,’* etc. It is 
understood that these mobilized troops 
are intended to occupy certain strategic 
points in Asiatic Turkey, from each of 
which points flying columns will be 
sent out into the surrounding country 
in order 


President McBride Issues Sammons for 
the Annual Convention. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 
13.—Presi­ 
dent McBride, of the American Feder­ 
ation of Labor, yesterday sent out a call 
for the fifteenth annual convention of 
the federation, which will be held in 
Madison Square Garden, New York, be­ 
ginning Dec. 9. The basis of represen­ 
tation in the convention will be: From 
national or international unions of less 
than 4,000 or more two delegates, 8,000 
or more three delegates, 16,000 or more 
four delegates, 32,000 or more five dele­ 
gates, and so on, and from each local 
or district trade organization or fed­ 
erated body not connected with or hav­ 
ing a national or international head af­ 
filiated with the federation one dele­ 
gate. There will be two delegates from 
the English labor congress to the con­ 
vention, Messrs. Cowes and Mawdsley.

The killing of Mr. and Mrs. Ed­ 
ward Lay was accidental, and dne to 
the fact th at their team could not be 
controlled. 
Such was the verdict of 
the coroner’s jury th at beard the evi­ 
dence, they reaching their decision at 
11:30 o’clock this morning. 
Motorman 
Lynch and W alter S. 
Rice were the only witnesses sworn. 
Motorman Lynch testified th at he did 
not see the team until they were 
w ithin tw enty feet of the car. 
The 
horses were on the tra c k . 
One of 
them was between the rails and the 
other was outside the rail on the side 
of the road tow ard the river. 
When 
he saw them the car was not lim ning 
fast. 
He had told Peterson th a t he 
only had five minutes in which to 
reach the city, but when he looked at 
the clock inside the car he found th a t 
he had twelve minutes. 
Lynch said 
he thought a man was waiting for the 
car near the Bogardus 'residence and 
slowed up. 
When the man did not 
come forward, he started up again 
This was near the scene of the acc! 
dent. 
C rash C am e A t O nce. 
Hardly had the car gotten under 
headway again, when Lynch saw the 
team coming. 
He shut off the cur­ 
rent and set the brake. 
An instant 
later the collision occured. 
One horse 
was throw n upon tre platform of the 
car knocking Lynch through the door. 
He then told about the subsequent 
events all of which had been print­ 
ed before. 
' 
W alter Rice was one of the first 
men at the scene and 
told the same 
story as the other witnesses. 
All the evidence showing th a t the 
team jumped in front of the car while 
frightened, the jury form ulated their 
verdict as follows: 
‘We find th at the deceased came to 
their deaths on Nov. 8 , 1895, by a col 
lision between a street car and the 
vehicle in which they were 
riding, 
the said collision being an 
accident 
due to the unm anageable team of 
horses they were driving.”

dict was signed by the jury: 
F. L. 
Clemons, F. M. Crouse, J. L, Bear, J . 
C. Spencer, 0. E. Jenkins and W. T.

Hoar a Woman’s Skill Revolutionized a 
Great Industry. 
Among the inventions of women on 
exhibition at Atlanta is one interesting 
for t^vo reasons—the first that it dates 
from a period before women were ac­ 
counted active in any but the domestic 
world; and the second that it deals 
with a compartment of industry into 
which women always venture at the 
risk of being suspected of scant knowl- 
This is the 
straw-sewing machine, 
edge and less experience—that of me­ 
chanics. 
which is entered by the committee on 
inventions by permission of its inven­ 
tor. Mrs. Mary P. Carpenter Hooper, of 
this city. 
Although its patent has now 
expired, and its usefulness in part done 
awTav with, this little machine, not as 
big as a typewriter, worked a revolu­ 
tion in a great industry, and to-day 
there is not one inch of straw braid 
sewn into hats by machinery anywhere 
in the world that does not employ a part 
of Mrs. Hooper’s invention to accom­ 
plish the work. 
Mrs. Hooper is the daughter of a 
former New York lawyer, whose fin­ 
gers itched with inventive skill while 
he kept them bound with the red tape 
of his profession, so the source of Mrs. 
Hooper’s inventive faculty is not hard 
to find. It was while she was still Miss 
Carpenter that she learned through 
some interested friends of the curious 
state of affairs in the straw-sewing 
trade. Up to that time, 1871, there had 
been but one practical straw-sewing ma­ 
chine invented, which machine was 
controlled and used by a combination 
of three or four firms engaged in the 
manufacture of straw hats and bonnets. 
It was called the Bosworth machine, 
and was immensely valuable, although 
the operator had to be an expert before 
she could make a hat, as the sewing had 
to be done backward from the brim to 
the crown, and when done, the hat was 
Throng side out, a condition which often 
resulted in breaking the straw while it 
, was being turned right. 
) As Miss Carpenter had shown herself 
possessed of pronounced inventive skill, 
of which the patent office already bore 
record, these facts were pointed out to 
her by some of the leading manufac­ 
turers, who were obliged to sew all 
their straw g~.ou. by hand, and she was 
encouraged 
at; mpt to make a new 
machine which cc aid be generally used. 
In 1872 she •" el vee! a patent for her 
first model o- c machine, but it was not 
satisfactory '<> herself, and no second 
machine was- 
from it. 
A second 
attempt a yen' »>« 
did not fulfill all 
the requiremcr. 
.Vie strove for, but in 
June, 1875, Miss Carpenter completed 
a machine that could make a hat from 
its tip or top to the outer edge of the 
brim without taking it from the ma­ 
chine, and when it was finished it was 
right side out and did not have to be 
turned, and, moreover, concealed the 
stitch, a result heretofore unaccom­ 
plished.—New York Times.

panion’s strength was 
failing a sign 
was found wffiich bore a name suffi­ 
ciently outlandish to suit even Bal­ 
zac’s taste. 
The name once given, he 
was wont to declare it grew to the 
2haracter so that 
separation 
was to 
him utterly impossible. Such a separa­ 
tion was recently enforced on an au­ 
thor, Miss Anna B. Warner, well know n 
from her many charming books and 
even more famous as the sister of Susan 
Warner, who wrote “The Wide, Wide 
World,” planned a book which was to 
treat of West Point life.

register an old name came to her mind
